Optomistic 


‘“‘We are becoming atheo- 
logical centre in Western 
Canada, and I am optomistic 
and enthusiastic about our 
future’’ sald Fr, O’Callagh- 
an, ‘The facilities we have 
here in St, Joseph's Semine 
ary and Newman College are 
almost unmatched in West- 
ern Canada,’’ Father O’- 
Callaghan had gratitude for 
the support of the Arche 
bishop of Edmonton -- ‘a 
support given with the cour- 
age of falth.’’

“I do not thank the crea- 
tive hand of God,’’ he con- 
cluded, ‘‘but rather I pray 
we may conform to what He 
would have us become,”’ 


Visitor 
from afar 


‘A warm and friendly 
Canadian, priest of the So- 
clety of Jesus, and a meth- 
odical and creative theolo- 
gian’’ said Father Phillip 
Mueller, opening his intro- 
duction of the distinguished 
guest speaker for the con- 
vocation, Rev, F, E, Crowe 
of Regis College, Toronto, 

Rev, Crowe, he said, came 
to the priesthood by an un- 
usual route, having started 
his career as an engineer- 
ing graduate of the Univer- 
sity of New Brunswick, After 
joining the order he was 
ordained in 1949, went to 
Rome for his doctorate and 
is now a professor at the 
Toronto School of Theology. 

In a fascinating and 
thought-provoking address 
sprinkled with a delightful 
wit, Rev, Crowe spoke of 
the role of the church in 
the modern world, on the 
theme can we ‘‘build a Jeru- 
salem in the heart of 
Athens?’’ To bring the word 
of God into the Arts and 
Selences is not easy, he 
said. It should not be taken 
for granted, and the desira- 
bility of attempting itshould 
not be taken for granted 
either, ‘‘Are we perhaps 
trying to trisect an angle?’ 


Looking back 


Going back into history 
he spoke of Tertullian, a 
writer in the early church, 
‘founder of the language of 
latin theology,’’ and his con- 
cept that there should be no 
relation between the world 
of Jesus and the world of 
Athens, The world of Athens 
and man’s learning was not 
the world of theological en- 
quiry, and philosophy, sugg- 
ested Tertullian, supplies 
the heretics with their 
equipment, ’’ 

On the other side of the 
question, Rev, Crowe spoke 
of the concept of another 
great theologian, Clement 
of Alexandria, who thought 
that the river oftruth should 
have streams from allsides 
flowing {into it, ‘Clement, 
I think, would feel at home 
in your college,’’ he told 
the graduates, 


Your founder 


The man John Henry New- 
man, for whom the college 
is named, the speaker des- 
cribed as having a mind 
interested in everything - 
world wide, Rev, Crowe 
thought the Vatican Council 
11 was moving in the direc- 
tion of Clement and New- 
man, but reminded his aud- 
fence that we have repre- 
sentatives of the more 


College 


narrow thinking is with us 
still. 

Taking what he described 
as a ‘‘seven-league boots’’ 
journey through history, a 
process which he admitted 
‘pains’’ historians, Fr. 
Crowe spoke of the perse- 
cution of Christians - per- 
haps the start of the move- 
ment of the church Into the 
world; the decrees of theo- 
logians establishing chur- 
ches; the year 800, when 
Charlemagne was crowned 
by the Pope, and the 13th 
century, when the church 
dominated all culture - a 
world that was one great 
monastery, A timeof ‘‘theo- 
logical imperialism, ’’ 


A lesson 
learned 


And then came the time 
for philosophy and culture 
to get out from under - a 
long sad story of withdraw- 
al, ‘‘We have learned that 
lesson,’ sald Fr, Crowe. 

“Vatican 11 made a dis- 
tinct and definite step for- 
ward towards a renewed 
faith, in which the church 
opens her heart to good 
it finds in the world, Not 


denying our past we have - 


added a humbler aspect - a 
desire to co-operate with 
that autonomous world of 
man,’’ A new generation of 
church scholars has libera- 
ted us from an undue att- 
achment to the past. But we 
must keep a perspective,’’ 

“You must fulfill your 
Christian vocation in your 
own post-modern way, If 
you discover what It is to 
be the church in the mod- 
ern world, then you will 
discover how to carry out 
theological enquiry,’’ con- 
cluded Rev, Crowe. 


Mr, Belland thanked the 
speaker for com'ng and 
“giving us these deep 
thoughts for the young people 
who will be the church of 
the future,’’ 


Servants 
of God 


Dr, Clare, Chancellor, 
offered his congratulations 
and best wishes to the gra- 
duates, ‘‘as you go for- 
ward as servants of God, 
No one likes to be classed 
as a servant,’’ he sald, ‘‘al- 
though there are a lot of 
people playing god. As I see 
it the challenge in the church 
today is to keep the faith, 
There has been a decay in 
the acceptance of authority 
in the church,’’ Dr, Clare 
also noted that the college 
prepares teachers as well as 
future priests, 


Award 


Fr, O'Callaghan presen- 
ted the first annual award 
for general theological ex- 
cellence to Shirley Anne 
Threndyle, ‘‘a person who 
has emodied academic ex- 


cellence and scholarship, 
and also a wisdom of the 
kind necessary for anyone 
working in theology.’’ All 
of the other graduates and 
the entire assembly stood 
to give Shirley Anne an ovae 
tion, 


Archbishop 
speaks 


Most Rev, Anthony Jor- 
dan, Archbishop of Edmon- 
ton and Chairman of the 
College Board, gave the con- 
cluding remarks and bene~ 
diction, He said the possi- 
bility of the beginning of the 
new program in religious 
education was due to the in- 
terest of the Edmonton 
school board and aimini- 
strators of the Edmonton 
Catholic School System, 

He wisheli to single out 
three graduates for a men- 
tion, which he thought the 
others would not object to; 
Rev. Crough, Rev, Bednar 
and Rev, Baker, These three 
busy pastors, said the Arch- 
bishop, have managed to jug- 
gle their times to attend 
classes, to study, and to earn 
their degree, He also con- 
gratulated the administra-

The Alberta School Trus- 
tees Association 65th annual

A major portion of the 
convention will deal with a 
wide variety of resolutions 
of educational interest, For 
instance, there will be re- 
solutions: 

*that the Alberta govern- 
ment provide leadership in

*that a regular system 
for assessment of student 
performance in class be 
established, 

*that the provincial gov- 
ernment provide aid for 
early childhood education, 

*that each student teacher 
undergo a one-year intern- 
ship. 

*that each teacher have a 
minimum of four years of 
basic teacher training. 

*that each teacher’s con- 
tract be reviewed every five 
years,

vations in education, 

ALBERTA’S TEACHING 

FORCE 

Each year statistics are 
compiled on the Alberta 
teaching force. Very brief- 
ly, the 1970-71 school term 
statistics on Alberta's tea- 
chers are as follows: 

*in September 1970 there 
were 20,600 teachers in Al- 
berta, 

*the average age of the 
teachers was 33,4 years, 

*41.3 per cent of the tea- 
chers were male; 58,7 per 
cent female. 

*48.5 per cent of Alber- 
ta’s teachers were in Cal- 
gary and Edmonton, 

*58.8 per cent of the tea- 
chers had one or more unl- 


versity degrees, 

*70,4 per cent had four 
or more years of teacher 
education, 

TRENDS 

Two trends that have been 
gaining momentum in edu- 
cation in recent years and 
continue to do so are: 

a) the trend of the public 
to become increasingly con- 
cerned about the quality of 
education in our schools as 
opposed to primary concern 
about the cost of education. 
It would appear that people 
are willing to pay for good 
education (within reasonable 
limits of course) provided 
that they are satisfied that 
what they are, indeed, gett- 
ing for their educational dol- 
lar is top calibre education; 

b) the trend of the public 
to become directly involved 
in education, to ask ques- 
tions about what exactly is 
going on in the schools, to 
offer ideas and suggestions, 


Legal Aid 


Attorney General Mervin 
Leitch announced that the 
Cabinet has passed a spe- 


cial warrant providing an 


additional $200,000 for the 
Province’s legal aid plan, 
This brings the govern- 


ment’s contribution to legal 


aid to $900,000 for the fis- 
eal year ending March 31,

It is essential that in the 
special contingency meas- 
ures the Prime Minister is 
planning to introduce to meet 
the Nixon surcharge and 
other special policies, that

“Half of the 252 fatal 
traffic collisions investiga- 
ted by the RCMP in Alberta 
last year had a liquor in- 
volvement,’’ reports In- 
spector W, J, Hunter, RCMP 
Traffic Officer for Alberta, 

The situation is of grave 
concern to the RCMP for 
although prosecutions for 
impaired drivers inthe first 
eight months of 1971 in- 
creased 50 per cent, inci- 
dents of liquor involvement 
were still encountered in 
half of the fatal crashes 
investigated. By the end of 
August this year, there were 
103 such cases. In the face 
of this serious situation the 
RCMP are embarking on a

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Libraries play important role in age of information explosion 


This is the age of the 
information explosion and 
the rate at which new knowe 
ledge is being produced 
makes keeping up-to-date 
a problem of staggering pro- 
portions, At present there 
are two million documents 
and articles, at least 35,000 
journals and about 30,000 
technical books published 
annually in many languages, 
The global flood of printed 
matter, alone, is growing at 
the rate of about seven per 
cent per year, 

Enterprising organiza- 
tions realize the importance 
of the effective utilization 
of this growing body of in- 
formation and some have 
established “special”? lib- 
raries to select and organ- 
ize information materials 
of all kinds so that accurate 
and timely data is readily 
available to decision-mak- 
ers, Canada’s special lib- 
raries already contain app- 
roximately thirteen million 
books and bound periodicals 
and more than two million 
research reports, In addi- 
tion, they subscribe to 
nearly 300,000 current jour- 
nals, 

Special libraries can be 
found in government depart- 
ments, in hospitals, in mus- 
eums, in business organiza- 
tions and within some large 
college and public libraries 
The special library main- 


tains a collection of poten- 
tially useful information 
materials and adapts them 
all to meet the information 
requirements of its parent 
organization, 

The unique way in which 
such libraries serve their 
specialized clienteie distin- 
guishes them from conven- 
tional libraries, Emphasis 
is on the information funce 
tion rather than on the edu« 
cational or recreational 
value of the collection, 

The busy executive does 
not have time to search 
through library resources, 
so it is the duty of the spe- 
cial library staff to provide 
the data, rather than the 
reference source, In addi- 
tion, the special library has 
to be organized to supply 
data in minimum time, 

Business organizations 
require a continuing flow 
of up-to-date information on 
economic conditions, mane 
power, markets, finance and 
management techniques, as 
well as scientific and tech- 
nological information, The 
special library staff should 
be made aware of new devel- 
opments in an organization's 
activities so that they can 
anticipate changes in its in- 
formation requirements, 

Canada’s first special li- 
brary was established 200 
years ago, but not until this 
century was this type of

library recognized as avital 
link in the dissemination of 
new ideas and new knowl- 
edge. Company or business 
libraries are a mid-Twen- 
tieth Century development; 
more than half of the 239 
now functioning in Canada 
were established after 1950, 
By far the largest number 
of business organizations 
supporting their own librar- 
ies are in the manufacturing 
field, Banking and other fin- 
ancial institutions make up 
the next largest group, 


Special libraries have led 
the way in the acquisition 
and organization of such non 
print media as recordings, 
maps, photographs, films 
and filmstrips, microforms 
and computer tapes, Use of 
non-book material for curre 
ent information has steadily 
increased in recent years, 
Sometimes it takes upto two 
years for the results of exe 
periments and studies to be 
recorded in book form, so 
the special library relies 
heavily on periodical liter- 
ature and research reports 
to keep up-to-date in its 
subject field, 

Microforms of all kinds, 
such as microfilms, micro- 
fiche, and microcards, are 
now playing an important 
role in the storage of in- 
formation, A 6Q=page book 
for example, can be redue 
ced to a single, four-inch 
by six-inch microfiche card 
Even greater reduction is 
possible with the use of 
ultra microfiche, a rela- 
tively new entry into the 
world of microphotography. 

Some special libraries 
prepare ‘‘reader interest 
profiles’’ and descriptions 
of new materials as come 
puter input, A routine com- 
puter run determines which 
library users are likely to 
be interested in aparticular 
item so they can be notified 
of its availability, 

Since a large proportion 
of new knowledge, including 
technical information, is 
available first in foreign 
language publications, the 
provision of translations is 
an important element of the 
special library's informa- 
tion function, 

Rapid communications 
will become increasingly 
important to the special lib 
rary. Experiments in facsi- 
mile transmission of pub= 
lished texts over long dis- 
tances are already in pro- 
gress. Cost, however, is an 
important factor, and it has 
yet to be determined to what
